LECTURE ON SUNLIGHT 
TREATMENT. 

A lantern lecture was given yesterday after- 
noon by Lady Beatrix Wilkinson at the 
National Children’s Hospital, Harcourt street, 
on ‘‘Open-Air Sunlight ‘Treatment for 
Children.” Lady Powerscourt presided. —

If Ireland is ever to become a self-sup- 
porting country as regards its supplies of 
wheat for home consumption, it will be 
necessary to grow not 25,000 acres as at 
present, but at least half a million acres. 

This statement was made by Mr. M. 
Caffrey, Chief of the Plant-Breeding 
Section of the Department of Agriculture, 
in the course of a lecture on “' Plant- 
Breeding in Ireland,” which he delivered 
yesterday to the Dublin Rotary Club, in 
Clery’s Rsstaurant. 


PROGRESS OF FARMING. 


—& 


TWO ESSENTIALS. 

There were, Mr. Caffrey said, two methods by 
which the progress and aeseerny of agricul- 
ture in the Free State might be ensured for the 
future, Education was an essential requisite, 


and agricultural education, which will enable |, 


farmers to.formulate an agricultural policy 
sulficiently elastic to be adaptable to the 
various conditions, and which will secure 
through co-operation ‘or otherwise, that the 
carrying out of that policy may be effected 
with the greatest possible efficiency. The 
second method lies in the full utilisation of 
our natural resources : a fertility of our 
soil, which naturally s a very direct 
relationship to the ciimate; and (2) our 
AN gens position in relation to the 
world’s markets, and especially to the English 
market. The fertility of the soil has ts 
expression in the types of plants which it was 
capable of producing. Hence research work 
was of the first importance. 

The Lrish Plant-Breeding Division was set 
up by the Department of Ruiricsttace in 1903, 
and had for its aim the production, propaga- 
tion, and eventually the distribution amongst 
farmers of varieties of agricultural plants 
best suited for cultivation in Ireland and most 
profitable for Irish farmers to grow. The 
attention of the Division of necessity had been 
confined to the improvement of cereals—barley, 
wheat and oats—and it had been successful in 
making considerable advances in the improve- 
ment of each of these cereals. In the im- 
provement of barley the first essential was to 
determine which of. the numerous varieties 
then in cu.civation in Ireland was the most 
valuable, taking into consideration both yield 
and quality of grain. After numerous exper!- 
ments it was definitely ascertained that 
Archer was the most prolific variety, and 
farmers were recommended to grow it to the 
exclusion of all others. In 1906 a consignirent 
of Danish Archer arrived in Ireland, and its 
yield was superior to that of the Irish Archer 
barley; but it was discovered by the tests 
that were applied that the superiority of the 
Danish a was due to the fact that it was 
a pedigree selection of a very prolific strain, 
whereas the native Irish Archer barley was 
at that time an unselected or mixed variety. 

RESULT OF EXPERIMENTS. 

The Plant-Breeding Division preceeded to 
select a pedigree strain of Irish Archer, and 
in the experiments that followed it was proved 
that the Imsh Archer was superior to the 
Danish in yield and quality. The importation 
of seed from Denmark was found to be 
altogether unnecessary, and, in consequence, 
the trade in Danish seed barley declined 
rapidly, and finally ceased altogether when 
supplies of pedigree Irish Archer became 
available. As a result of the crossing of 
pedigree Irish Archer with a variety called 
Spratt. the Department secured the famous 
Spratt-Archer, which might be described as 
the world’s greatest barley. Even in the 

resent year, notwithstanding the low price 
or Irish barley, the increased income that was 
made possible to Irish farmers by the use of 
this product of the. Deparitment’s ‘ Plant- 
Breeding Division was over £200,000 per 
annum. During the war years the increased 
return reached the sum of half a million 
pounds annually. In regard to the supply. of 
suitable varieties of seed grain, the frish 
farmer was at least as well served as any of 
his competitors on the Continent. 

As the result of further work on barley 
the Plant-Breeding Division was now in a 
position to state that varieties superior even 
to the Spratt-Archer would soon be available 
to Irish farmers. 

WHEAT GROWING. 

It was estimated that in the event of this 
country deciding at any time, through force 
of necessity or otherwise, to become self- 
supporting as regards its supplies of wheat 
for human consumption, it shoyld be necessary 
to grow, not 25, acres, as at present, but 
the produce of at least half a million acres. 
Having regard to the demand for wheat in 
other countries, he thought that the present 
was an opportune time to consider whether 
it would be desirable to grow in this country 
the 400,000 tons ‘of wheat that was required 
every year to feed our population, instead of 
subsidising farmers in other countries to do 
this for us. It had been proved definitely 
that wheats of the highest quality could be 

rown in Ireland. The aim of the Plant- 

reeding Division was the production oí new 
varieties of wheat, which would enable the 
cultivation of it to be extended to soils of 
average fertility, and at the same time to be 
capable of the production under the most 
unfavourable conditions of grain of good 
quality. 

It was of paramount importance that there 
should be a direct connection between the 

lant-breeder and the farmer; for unless the 

partment placed at the disposal of the 
farmer ample stocks of the more valuable 
pedigree strains of the agricultural crops 
grown by him they would fail to render him 
the service which he was entitled to expect 
from them. The active co-operation of seed 
merchants in the working of the schemes was 
very desirable. 
VALUABLE WORK. . 

Major Bryan Cooper, moving a vote o 
thanks to Mr. Caffrey, said that his address 
was most valuable, since very few farmers 
knew up to now what the station was. doing. 
Mr. Caffrey had made public a matter of 
paramount importance to the whole country. 
Wheat had not been grown to any extent In 
Ireland, because the natural conditions were 
not favourable. As to barley, the market for 
it was limited, and if prohibition came into 
force all over the world, the barley-grower 
would be left, Oats, of which Mr. Caffrey 
had not spoken, was in a different category, 
because there was a world market for it.

GENEVA. 
The end of the crisis over the constitution 
of the Council one way or the other is ex- 
pected on Wednesday. On that day the 
Assembly will meet, and either it will have 
hefore it the application. of Germany for 
membership of the League or else it wll hold 
a full-dress debate on the question of why it 
was first called specially into existence, and 
then given nothing to do. 


POLAND'S SEAT. 

M. Briand has taken the lead in the recent 
negotiations, and. is quite determined that 

' Polarid shall secure a non-permanent seat, 
andssecure it now. Germany will apparently 
still not agree to the creation of a new seat 
and.its immediate attribution to Poland. The 
way out is, therefore, proposed that Sweden 
should retire—temporarily, at any rate—aud 
Poland be installed in her place. 

The constitution of the Council would in 
that case be such that il would consist almost 
entirely of States connected directly or in- 
directly’ with France. There would be no 
Scandinavian representation. In addition to 
Germany, there would be Great Britain, Italy 
and Japan as pertmanent members, and Brazil, 
Urnguay, Spain, Belgium, Czecho-Slovakia 
and Poland as non-permanent members, 

The names certainly denote countries cover- 
ing wide and. varied geographical areas, but 
it must be considered that the distant States 
are usually represented at the League by 
their. Ambassadors in Paris. Brazil and 
Uruguay are represented by diplomatists, one 
of whom is resident in Paris, and the other 
divides his time between Paris and Geneva. 

The representative of Japan, like that cf 
Spain, is the Ambassador in Paris. Belgium, 
(zecho-Slevakia and Poland are tied to 
vance by Treaties. This solution of the pro- 
blem is not yet certain, but to-night it ap- 
pears far the most likely. 


M. BRIAND’S SKILL. 

M. Briand has conducted his case with con- 
summate diplomatic skill. A great part of 
last week's delay arose from the fact that 
some of the principal negotiators. did not think 
in terms of League machinery. Sir, Austen 
(Chamberlain approached the Parana ss aon 


the medium of Locarno. M. Briand/ as soon 
as hestook the matter in hand, recogMised the 
importance of M. Unden’s position in the 
League. system. He went straight to the 
Swedish representative, and quickly ascer- 
tained to what length of self-sacrifice M. 
Unden was prepared to go in order to avoid a 
catast rophe to the League. i 

To the eredit of M. Briand it must be said 
that he did not by any means press M. 
linden to retire. On the contrary, he went 
to the German Delegation, and urged other 
ways of finding a solution, notably, an 1m- 
mediate creation of an additional non-perma- 
nent seat to be occupied by Poland. But he 
insisted that Poland shculd occupy it at 
once, Herr Stresemann refused. 


M. UNDEN’S POSITION. | 

The question then arose of creating a 
vacancy for Poltnd by the resignation of an 
existing member. Not only M. Unden, but 
M.. Vandervelde and M. Benesh, are 
understood to have been ready to retire. 
But various reasons have been adduced why 
Belgium and Czecho-Slovakia should remain. 

It has been considered inopportune—again, 
a French argument—that Belgium should 
leave at the same time as Germany comes in. 
There is a better reason in the case of Czecho- 
Slovakia—namely, that she has always been 
regarded as. the representative on the Council 
ot the Little Hntente, and there is also an 
understanding that at the next Assembly 
«ection she would cede her-place to Yugo- 
MlavVia. 

There is still a possibility that one or other 
of these States may resign in addition to 
Sweden, in which case Holland is the most 
likely candidate for the vacancy. 

In League circles the proposed resignation 
ot M. Unden is regarded with profound 
logret. He is considered to be the best type 
of independent judicial representative on the 
Council, and thus of exceptional value to the 
League in its arbitral capacity. The man 
who has almost alone shown “the League 
sense ’’ throughout the present crisis may now 
be sacrificed. But néither the neutral Po-ers 
nor: the ‘German delegation look upon this 
solution at all favourably; and it is still pos- 
‘ible that Belgium may be the State to 
Cisappear.

U.S. FEARS OF CANADIAN 
COMPETITION. 


From Revter’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON (By Mail). 

Treland’s rapidly growing trade, and the 
activity of Canada in seeking to share in it, 
as well as the fact that the United States is 
losing ground there, have convinced American 
Government officials of the necessity for an 
American Trade Commissioner in Dublin. 
That will be the next step in the campaign 
to extend America’s foreign trade. 

The Department of Commerce officials are 
anxious to place a Trade Commissioner at the 
Irish capital as soon as possible, but the 
Congress has not yet provided the necessary 
funds, 

FALL OF 3,000,000 DOLLARS. 

Dr. Julius Klein, Director of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce’s Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce, in asking for the annual 
funds for trade extension activities recently 
before a Congress Committee, declared that 
the losses suffered by American trade with 
Ireland were great. 

“ We lost very substantia] contracts in the 
last two years,” said Dr. Klein. “' The diffi- 
culty we have at present in getting informa- 
tion about Ireland by way of London is easily 
understood, and makes it all the more neces- 
sary that an office should be opened in Dublin 
at such time as Congress should decide. Our 
trade with the Irish Free State decreased last 
year by $3,000,000, as compared with 1924, 
and I am certain that we could have been 
spared some of that loss if we had had a 
Trade Commissioner there. 

ECONOMIC REORGANISATION. 

““Some of the trade between Ireland and 
England is re-shipping trade, but both the 
Irish and ourselves, for obvious reasons, are 
very anxious for a direct relationship. The 
closer you get to your customers the better it 
is for your customers and for yourself. -

THE GREATEST NEED. 


DEVELOPMENT OF HOME 
MARKET. | 

Writing to the Carbery, Co. Cork, Agricul- 
tural Society, acknowledging the receipt .of a 
resolution advocating a subsidy for tillage, 
Mr. J. Walsh, Minister for Posts and 
Telegraphs, says that he is satisfied that 
something substantial must be done to stimu- 
late agricultural production. The country was 
spending £10,000,000 or £12,000,000 a year on 
importing goods, including agricultural pro- 
duce which, i: the main, could be produced 
at home 

“There is no reason in the world why we 
should import millions’ worth of bacon, butter, 
eggs, cheese, and other products from foreign 
countries; nor is there any reason why the 
land which grew wheat for our ancestors from 
time immemorial could not do it now. 
Neither is there any reason why our manhood 
should cover their bodies with imported cloth, 
while the home-manufactured article, quite as 
cheap and far superior, is available, or even 
shoe themselves with English boots for the 
same reason. I have all my life been clothed 
and ‘shod in Irish material exclusively, and 
what I do others could do, if they had only 
the will to give their country a chance. But 
as long as the country is being drained dry 
by this onslaught of foreign goods, there is, 
in my. view, no prospect whatever of improv- 
ing conditions. 

‘There are, therefore, two roads to follow 
in placing this country on its feet. The first 
is increased agricultural production—and you 
can take it that the present Government 1s 
determined to give every possible assistance 
to that industry; and the second is the 
damping down of imports, which will compel 
the people to buy their requirements in their 
own country. By these means only can we 
stop the appalling outward flow which is 
pauperising the country.”

LONDON, 


PRINCE OF WALES AT 
. THE IRISH CLUB. 
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The celebration of St. Patrick’s Day is 
to be most marked in London this year. 
The members of the great Irish colony 
are making special efforts. In the morn- 
ing there will be Solemn High Mass at 
each of the Roman Catholic Cathedrals, 
as well as at the churches most favoured 
by the Irish. At St. Patrick's Church, 
Soho Square, there will be a special 
Service, with a distribution of shamrock, 
on the eve of the feast, while on St. 
Patrick’s Day there will be a Pontifical 
High Mass, with Cardinal Bourne pontifi- 
cating. 

In some of the Anglo-Catholic centres 
there will be celebrations of High Mass, 
with distribution of the shamrock, notably 
at St. Andrew’s-by-the-Wardrobe, in the 
City of London. In the evening there 
will be dinners, concerts and dances too 
numerous to detail. These are now well 
established institutions and are patronised 
by just as many English as Irish. 


IRISH CLUB DINNER. 


PRINCE AS CHIEF GUEST. 

The principal event of the evening will be 
the dinner at the Irish Club, with the Prince 
of Wales as the principal guest. Colonel 
Grant Morden, who will be accompanied by 
Mrs. Grant Morden, will be in the ‘chair. 
The premises of the Club in Charing Cross 
road could not accommodate a tithe of those 
desiring to be present, so that the spacious 
rooms of the Prince’s Galleries in Piccadilly 
have been secured for the occasion. The 
accommodation available will be sufficient for 
about 400 diners, while the applications ex- 
ceeded 1,000. Spectators’ tickets will be 
issued to between 200 and 300 people.

IRISH INDUSTRIES SALE, 

One great event on St. Patrick's Day before 
the war was the great sale of Irish industries 
held in one of the great houses of the West 
End, frequently in that of Eord Londonderry 
in Park lane. It was usually opened by a 
member of the Royal Family, and half the 
aristocracy used to take a prominent part in 
the work of organisation and salesmanship. 
Many thousands of pounds were realised for 
the Irish peasantry by Irish arts and crafts 
and needlework ; for the sales were a magnifi- 
cent method of bringing Irish industries to 
the immediate notice of the public. 

It seems time that an effort was made to 
revive this annual event, though owing to 
circumstances it might have to take place in 
different, and possibly more public, surround- 
ings. The great houses suitable for such 
purposes are becoming fewer every year.

MISSING LIMERICK- 
BOUND STEAMER. 


BIG. CARGO .FOR THE 
SHANNON SCHEME. 


FEARED LOSS OF 
"PAE ARABIA. 


NINETEEN MEN ON

It is feared that the German steamship 
Arabia, which left Hamburg last month 
with a cargo of railway material for 
Limerick, for Messrs. Siemens Schuckert. 
the contractors for the Shannon electricity 
scheme, was lost in the storm.of the órd 
instant. 

The Arabia carried a crew of nineteen 
men. Nothing has been heard of her 
since she passed the Lizard fo: Limerick 
fourteen days ago. i 


THE CARGO, 


LOCOMOTIVES AND STEEL 
RAILS, 

The Arabia left Hamburg on February 
25th with a general cargo of 1,400 tons of 
rails and 350 tons of machinery, including 
four locomotives, all consigned to Siemens 
Bau Union, Limerick, for use on the Shannon 
scheme. On the lst inst. the steamer put into 
Dartmouth, in Devonshire, to re-coal, leaving 
on the following day. On the same even- 
ing she passed the Lizard, at Land’s End, 
where a wireless message was picked up by 
the station thers. Since then mystery sur- 
rounds her fate. 

If she ran into the great gale on the night 
of the Srd of March, she would probably 
have been midway across the Irish Sea on her 
way to Limerick. The gale, being from the 
south-west, would take her broadside on, The 
four heavy locomotivés were carried on deck, 
and in the seas running that night her posi- 
tion would have been extremely dangerous. 

It is feared that in the bsteting that 
the ship received one of the locomotives was 
torn loose from its fastenings, and was ;wcpt 
to one side of the vessel, -ausing her to hst, 
and possibly to turn turtle. It would all have 
occurred in the space of a few minutes, and 
this. would account for the fact that no, wire- 
less signals were picked up from the Arabia. 


THE MORECAMBE BAY WRECK. 


Reports have been received of an unknown 
wreck in Morecambe Bay, off the coast of 
Lancashire, but, even if the Arabia did run 
before the storm, it is hardly likely that she 
would have got that far without sending out 
wireless messages as to her predicament and 
position. 

Since the Arabia is now thirteen days over- 
due, and was equipped with wireless ap- 
paratus, the gravest fears are entertained. 

For the last six months the steamer has 
been making journeys between Hamburg and 
Limerick with general cargoes for the Shannon 
scheme. 

About four months ago a strike of Limerick 
dockers took place régardinug the anloading of 
the vessel. She was delayed in the port for 
some weeks, and the greater portion of her 
cargo had to be unloaded by German engi- 
neers living in Limerick. 

The Limerick Steamship Company, who are 
agents for the Hamburg-America Line, have 
heard nothing of the ship since she left Dart- 
mouth on the 2nd inst. 


THE HARRY HERBERT. 


On the same night that the Arabia is pre- 

sumed to have beei lost, the Kinsale schooner, 
the Harry Herbert (otherwise the St. Mirren), 
128 tons, was wrecked in Carmarthen Bay, 
after battling with the gale and tremendous 
seas for twenty-four hours. The master (Cap- 
tain A. J. Kelly), and his crew of four men, 
reached Llanelly, eight miles distant, in an 
open boat, after much sufféring and danger. 
The vessé} carried a cargo of timber from 
Kinsale for Liverpool. 
. The Arabia was a comparatively new 
vessel, having been built in 1921. - A steel 
screw steamer of 1,585 tons, she was fitted 
for oil fuel. 

Two of her officers were capable of operat- 
ing the wireless apparatus carried by the 
steamer. 

The Arabia is owned by the Hamburg- 
Rhein ime, a subsidiary company of the 
Hamburg-America Line. 


DEAD IN TRAIN 


WRECK. 


COACH FALLS INTO RIVER 

IN COSTA RICA. 

NEW YORK, Monday. 

According te the latest reports from 
Costa Rica, 248 persons were killed and 
93 injured in the disastrous wreck of an 
excursion train near San Jose, Costa 
Rica, Central ..merica, yesterday. 
Three coaches were demolished. One 
of ihese fell into the Varilla river from 
the bridge over, the stream, while the 
others hung from the top of the 190-foot 
precipice. 
The train was carryiiig one thousand 
passengers cn an excursior, which had 
been organised among farmers and 
labourers to raise funds for a home for 
the aged at Cartago. 
Professor Alizzo, the leader of the 
party, is among the dead. The Red Cross 
has started a fund to afford immediate 
relief io the stricken families, and the 
President of the Republic heads the list 
of subscribers. A three days’ public 
mourning har been  proclaimed.— 
(Reuter. )

. CONVERSATION something like this 

will take place to-morrcw night, 
when, for the first time since the setting 
up of the Free State Broadcasting Station, 
its programme will be relayed by the 
British Broadcasting Company from English 
and Welsh stations. 

The St. Patrick’s Day programme at the 
Dublin Station is the biggest yet attempted, 
and should make a wide appeal. It will 
begin at 6.30 p.m. with the “ Tannhauser " 
overture, played by the No. 1 Army Band, 
under Colonel Fritz Brasé. At midnight 
the station will close’ down, the final 
number being the music performed at a 
Gaelic League Ceilidhe in the Hall, 
Parnell square, Dublin. 

At 8 o'clock President, Cosgrave will 
visit the studio in Denmark street and 
deliver a short address—the keynote of 
which will be hope and courage—to the 
people of Ireland. 

It seems a pity that the President’s little 
speech—it will last only three or four 
minutes—could not have been included in 
the section of the programme to be relayed 
to England, where thousands of Irishmen 
and Irishwomen would have been de- 
lichted to hear him. Ate 

The method by which to-morrow night's 
half-hour “ broadcast ” to Great Britain will 
be carried out is interesting. There are only 
two items in it: “The Irish Fantasia, No. 
a”. (Brasé) and ‘‘ Salome’s Dance’’ from the 
opera, ‘“Salome’’ (Strauss), both to be per- 
formed by the No. 1 Army Band. Promptly 
at 9.15 p.m. the band will begin to play at 
the Army School of Music Headquarters, 
Beggar’s Bush Barracks, Dublin, “where 
microphone, aniplifiers and the other necessary 
mechanical appliances have been installed. 
The room in which the band will play is 
connected by telephone with the studio at 
Denmark street, whence the  perform- 
ance will be transmitted to Belfast, relayed 
from there to London and the English 
stations. ‘That is all. 

The process is simple enough, and nobody 
anticipates the slightest hitch. The portion 
of the programme to be relayed is as 
follows :—

Dance,” from the Opera “Saiome” (R. Strauss, 
arr, Grawert). 


“The March of the Clan Suibhne” is an 


interesting item in which warpipes, brass 
and wood wind instruments are heard in 
unison. 


Efforts are being made to popularise the 
appeal of the Dublin Station by bringing into 
the programmes fresh talent. Hitherto there 
has been too much repetition, and to avoid 
this programmes from provincial towns are 
being drawn up, and ‘the Station Director, 
Mr. Seamus Clandillon, will be glad to hear 
from choral and musical societies to this 
purpose. - 

On April 8th next an excellent programme 
of hunting songs and choruses will be re- 
layed to Dublin from Belfast. The Water- 
ford Choral Society will sing in Waterford 
on the 25th inst., and arrangements’ are beine 
made to have the programme heard by wire- 
less in Dublin. :

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BRITISH FILM 
INDUSTRY. 


GOVERNMENT’S POLICY. 


In a leading article The T'imes observes :— 
It is good news that a sub-committee of the 
British film industry are to meet im con- 
ference this morning’ with- a number of 
representatives of American film interésta iu” 
this country. Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister’s 
latest statement on an exceedingly difficult 
problem has evidently cleared the air. There 
will be no subsidy—a point upon which the 
Government, the taxpayer and, it- seems, the 
greater part of the trade itself are heartily 
in agreement. . : 

With regard to a compulsory quota—that 
is, of compelling exhibitors or renters, or 
both, to accept a fixed’ proportion of British 
films—we have consistently urged that 
this proposal. is wrong in principle, 
and would. in practice defeat its own 
ends, It may now be regarded as dead, subject 
to an improbable resurrection at some future 
time. he greater part: of foreign buyers’ 
reluctance to give British films ‘‘ release”’ 
springs from their judgment, which has 
nothing to do with nationality, that we do 
not provide what their audiences. want. 
Nothing but improvement of quality ¢an re- 
verse that judgment. No “ expedients”’ can 
in the long run save an industry unless its 
existence is justified by its own merit. 

If during the next twelve months British 
makers could, with British material, produce 
half a dozen pictures which, by their beauty, 
and, above all, by their sincerity, com- 
manded the admiration of intelligent men 
and women, they would set the industry on 
its feet and carve an elegant epitaph upon 
the tombstone of the Quota.. 


GERMAN LABOUR. 


UNREST IN RHINELAND. 
From “ THe Times’’ CORRESPONDENT. 
COLUGNE, Monday. 
There are signs that the labour unrest in 
the Rhineland and Ruhr is reaching a crisis. 
Demonstrations were held all over the country 
yesterday expressing the workers’ dissatisfac- 
tion with the present condition of things. In 
Oestrich (near Wiesbaden) the wine-growers 
held a further protest meeting, which was 
attended by over 5,000 workers from the 
Rheingau vine-growing territory. In spite of 
recent concessions, they voiced their griev- 
ances in unmistakable terms, and telegrams 
were despatched to the Reichstag and to the 
various political parties urging the necessity 
of granting full protection to the industry, 
and demanding that the whole wine-producing 
area should be officially recognised as in a 
condition of acute distress. : 
It was explained that these representations 
were final, the patience of the workers having 
been exhausted. At meetings in Bonn and 
elsewhere it was voted that certain branches 
of the agricultural industry are not sufficiently 
protected, and motions were passed advising 
that the necessary steps be taken to bring 
about a change.

FRESH SOUTH AMERICAN BEEF. 

With the inauguration yesterday of Eng- 
lish-owned abattoirs in Zeebrugge, it is antici- 
pated that fresh Argentine beef will be on 
sale in England within 24 hours of. slaughter. 
The first consignment from Belgium reached 
London last night, says the Daily Mail. 
Hitherto South American meat has only been 
available frozen---owing to the three weeks’ 
duration of the voyage—as the importation 
of live animals into England from the Argen- 


tine for slaughter is banned by the Ministry 
of Agriculture.

112 PERSONS CHARGED WITH 
165 ACTS. 
CLEVELAND, OHIO, Monday. 

An indictment naming 112 persons in ‘an 
alleged ‘** bootleg’ alcohol conspiracy was re- 
turned by the Federal Grand Jury’ here 
to-day. á 

The document -is 40,000 words long, and 
charges 165 overt acts, involving millionaires, 
manufacturers and real estate men as‘well as 
Government employés in twelve cities. 

The indictment alleges that the conspiracy 
was originated by four Philadelphian ‘* boot- 
leggers, ' who, locating themselves in Cleve- 
land,.created an organisation which acted as a 
concentration and distribution point for the 
contraband supply of pure grain alcohol. 

Lhe operations are alleged to cover a period 
of three years. —(Reuter. ) 


POWERS AND TIENTSIN 
BLOCKADE. | 


A NOTE OF WARNING. 
PEKING, Monday. 

The blockade of Tientsin by the Kuo- 
minchun National forces at Taku has been 
the subject of considerable discussion be- 
tween the representativ-: of Great Britain, 
the United States, France, Japan and Italy, 
the Protocol Powers with Navies in Chinese 
waters. This evening the Legations in- 
structed their naval commanders at Tientsin 
to notify the Taku forts authorities to- 
morrow morning that, unless within three 
days the mines are removed from the 
channel and interference with foreign 
shipping ceases, they will reserve the right 
to take the necessary action themselves. 

Sterner action was originally proposed, 
and there was some “ivergence of opinion 
between the  Legations. Calmer counsels, 
however, at length prevailed. The British 
official view apparently was that it would 
be unwise +. insist on a strict observance of 
the Protocol of 1900, which pre-supposed a 
general anti-foreign movement, whereas the 
present one is merely a matter of warring 
and almost indistinguishable factions pro- 
tecting themselves. While such protective 
measures infringe treaties. and temporarily 
interrupt communications with the sea, caus- 
ing serious commercial losses, it was felt in 
British quarters that’ a lenient policy would 
be desirable, unless foreign lives were 
actually threatened.—(Reuter.) , 

JAPANESE ATTITUDE. 
TOKYO, Monday. 

The Cabinet has postponed its decision on 
the demands to be made of China in conse- 
quence of the recent ‘ncident at Taku, when 
Japanese destroyers were fired upon by 
Chinese troops, who wounded an officer and 
two naval ratings. It is understood that the 
Cabinet has agreed ‘to take friendly inde- 
pendent action, and will ask the Chinese 
Government to punish the guilty and give 
adequate ‘compensation to the wounded, to- 
gether with a pledge that. such incidents 
shall not occur in fuature.— (Reuter. )

The rates in Dublin for the year. ending 
March 31st, 1927, will be 16s. in the 
&. This means that since they were 
appointed on May 20th, 1924, the Com- 
missioners have not only improved the 
public services, but have reduced the 
rates by 3s. 2d. 

The charge for electricity for domestic 
lighting will be reduced to 6d, a unit 
on April ist, and there will be an all. 
round, reduction of 20 per cent. in 
meter ~onts and a reduction of 25 per 
cent. for electrictiy registered on siot 
meters. These concessions, with others 
announced during the year, represent 
a reduction of £60,000 a year in the 
charges to consumers. 


The Town Clerk issued the following 
statement yesterday :—The Commissioners 
for the County Borough of Dublin have 
finished their consideration of the esti- 
mates in connection with the rates to be 
levied on the city for the year 1926-27, and 
have decided that the necessary provision 
will require a rate of 16s. in the &, 
compared with 17s. 2d. in the £ for the 
year 1925-26 and 19s. 2d. for the previous 
year. 

The Commissioners are satisfied that the 
sum proposed to be levied will give to the 
citizens services at least as good jas those 
which they enjoyed for the past two years. 
While the Commissioners are happy to be 
able to announce the substantial reduction of 
1s. 2d. in the £, there are circumstances con- . 
nected with the present estimates which are 
of a rather unprecedented character,

The income of the city in relief of rates is 


‘adversely affected by the reduced amounts 
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now available for distribution among local 
authorities frem estate duty, as compared 
with the period during which Ireland was, 
for finaiicial purposes, a portion of the United 
Kingdom. The amount received during the 
current year under this heading, £27,931, in- 
cluded a considerable sum for arrears, while 
the amount estimated to be received during 
the coming vear is only £7,000, and it is 
expected that this will approximately repre- 
sent the annval sum to be received under this 
heading in future. The amount of this grant 
when received from the British Treasury 


ranged between £20,000 and £25,000. 


OTHER DIFFICULTIES. 


The difficulty of the Commissioners in con- 
nection with the rates for the current year 
were further considerably increased by the 
effects of recent legislation granting partial 
remission from rates on new and substantially 
reconstructed premises Under the Housing 
Aets 1924-25 95 per cent. of the rates of new 
houses erected in compliance with these Acts 
were remitted for the first year, and under 
Section 69 of the Local Government Act, 1925, 
the remission of two-thirds of the rates on 
new premises other than those erected or sub- 
stantially reconstructed resulted in a consider- 
able loss of assessable valuation. The fact 
that the Act of 1925 did not give an exact 
definition of what constitutes a substantial! 
reconstructed building has left it impossible 
to determine the exact amount by which the 
assessable valuation will .be affected. 

Whilst the Commissioners have made ampie 
provision for what, in their opinion, the effect 
of this reduction may be. it is to be borne in 
mind that the final determination of the 
amount rests with the Ministry for Local 
Government and Public Health. Were it not 
for these remissions of rates there would havo 
been a further reduction of 6d. in the £. 


ELECTRICITY CHARGES. 


In addition to the reduction of rates, the 
Commissioners are in a position to announce 
a further reduction in charges for electricity. 
The most important of those 1s a reduction as 
from the Ist April, 1926, of ld. per unit for 
lighting private houses. The charge as from 
that. date will be 6d. per unit as against 7d. 
at present being charged and 8d. per unit last 
year. There will be an all-round reduction of 
20 percent. in the prices at present charged 
for meter rents, and also a reduetion of 25 
per cent. for electricity registered on slot 
meters. 

These alterations, together with those an- 
nounced during the past year, represent a 
reduction of £60,000 per annum in the charges 
to consumers.

: "Many other progressive developments nad 
been made during the year. siderable

ADDING TO RESERVE. 

It had been a custom in the past for thai 
company to add to reserves after a good 
year—a policy. which had been amply 
justified by the course of events—and the 
directors believed that they were acting 
wisely in doing so now. Gonsequently, a 
sum of £2.000 had been again allocated to 
that purpose, and a further sum of £1,000 
to be written off electric lighting and fire 
extinguishing plant. That provision for the 
future would ultimately benefit both the 
shareholders and employés of the company. 
anticipating, as it did, not only the inevi- 
table losses of depreciation, and of unforeseen 
expenses, but also providing temporary work- 
ing capital out of earuings, which afforded a 
very necessary, aid to the development of 
their steadily growing business. The Chair- 
man said, in conclusion—‘‘ It may be useful 
at the present juncture to refer briefly to the 
variable and unsettled aspect of trade in 
general, and to recall that the payment of 
the present dividend of eight per cent. per 
annum, recommended by the directors, 's 
equal to a similar dividend that was paid by 
this company in the year 1920, the best busi- 
ness year after the war. 

" BURDEN OF TAXATION. . 

“The present heavy burden of taxation, so 
much complained of, ig not only checking, 
but, if much longer continued, is likely to 
dishearten or destroy individual, initiative and 
confidence in the future of the country, upon 
which depends the recovery and development 
of that industrial prosperity and employment 
of the people of Ireland, which, if once really 
established, would easily yield all the neces- 
sary revenue at a much lower rate of taxation 
or assessment. In other words, a system of 
drastic taxation in reality defeats its own 
objects by driving away outside capital and 
crippling struggling native industries, and, 
like the last straw, breaks the camel’s back. 
The present Government of Ireland un- 
doubtedly deserve great credit for the 
manner in which they have pacified the 
country and faced the responsibilities of a 
difficult position. 

‘‘Treland needs time and security to recover 
from what she has gone through recently, 
and requires to give up living in the past.in 
order to realise that her future will be exactly 
what she makes it. And. it is not only 
economy in expenditure that is essential in 
every well-organised community or Govern- 
ment, but also the capacity to see things in 
their relative proportions (in order that the 
necessary care and judgment may be exercised 
as to the manner in which.revenue is laid 
out), that often makes all the difierence 
between success or failure. 

“ And it has been proved over and over 
again by experience that Governments suc- 
ceed best when they devote most of their 


ing. rather than by entering into competition 
with the legitimate professional, commercial 
or agricultural undertakings in a country 
which it is their best interest to protect and 
encourage—for they are the only real or per- 
manent source of revenue—by defending them 
from recurring outbreaks of crime and the 
harassing distractions that follow from sudden 
upheavals and rapid changes in legislation, 
which leave men in doubt as to where thev 
are or what to expect next. For it is evident 
that where such things obtain no really per- 
manent progress or prosperity could be ex- 
pected; but only in a nation or community 
where ordinary peace and security are firmly 
established and the necessary patience exer- 
cised to work and to wait for the reward of 
duty faithfully and efficiently performed.” 

Sir James Percy, seconding the adoption of 
the report, said that ‘he balance sheet was 
one of the soundest ever submitted in the 
long and honourable record of the company. 
The results could not have beer achieved 
without the co-operation and support of a 
very loyal and very devoted staff. The report 
showed progress all along the line. 

The report and balance sheet was adopted, 
and the outgoing directors—Messrs. John S.

In the- case of John Kenny, of 28 Orwell 
Park, Rathmines, against William ‘1. 
Cosgrave, President of the Executive Council 
of the Irish Free State, | 

Mr. & L. Brown, K.C., with whom were 
Mr. Fitzgerald, K.C., Mr. Shannon, K.C., 
and Mr. Kelly (instructed by Mr. John 1. 
Doyle), on behalf of the defendant, applied 
for an order that the plaintiff's statement of 
claim be struck out under Order 25, Rule 4, 
on the ground that’ it disclosed no reasonable 
cause of action, and that the action be dis- 
missed under that rule as being frivolous and 
vexatious, and. that the defendant be at 
liberty to sign judgment for his costs, 

Counsel said that the action was brought 
for damages for breach of warranty of 
authority, the defendant .being sued in his 
capacity as an agent. 

he statement of claim, from which counsel 
read, set out that the plaintiff, who carried 
on business as a building contractor under 
the name of John Kenny and Sons, in Har- 
court street, Dublin, entered into a contract 
with ‘the Commissioners of the County 
Borough of Dublin, in 1923, for the erection 
of certain houses at Marino, Clontarf, and 
was during the years 1923-1924 engaged in 
the performance of this contract. On or 
about the 18th June, 1924, a dispute arose 
between the members of certain riva] trade 
union organisations—namely, the Irish lrans- 
and General Workers’ Union and the 

ish Workers’ Union—who were employed 
on the work, and as a consequence a strike 
was declared. On or about the 19th and 
20th June, 1924, the defendant. assuming to 
be the agent of the Executive Council of the 
lrish Free State, represented to the plaintiff 
that it was vital, to the interest of the 
Executive Council and the stability of the 
Government of the Irish Free State that the 
plaintiff should. come to no compromise with 
the strikers in the dispute, and that the 


defendant and the Executive Council expected | 


the plaintiff to do all acts and take all neces: 
sary steps to defeat the objects of the strikers 
and their leaders, and that the Executive 
Council agreed to support the plaintiff in 
that behalf and to indemnify him against all 
and any financial losses that he might sustain 

reason of the continuance and prolonga- 
tion of the strike, and the defendant asserted 
and warranted impliedly to the plaintiff that: 
he was authorised by the Executive Council 


to make the Po pra Sn and to agree tof 


keep the piaintiff indemnified for and as the 
agent of the Executive Council. The plain- 
tiff, on the faith of such assertion and 
warranty, refused t6 come to any compsomise 
with the strikers or their leaders, and the 
strike was continued and all work remained 
suspended until the 3rd September, 1924, 
when the strike and dispute were settled, 
with the consent and approval of the de- 
fendant and of the Executive Council. The 
plaintiff, by reason of the prolongation of the 
strike, incurred financial loss and damage. 
which he set out under five heads, totalling 
£15,487 17s. 3d. 

The statement of claim went on to say 
that the defendant was not authorised by the 
Executive Council to make these representa- 
tions and agreement as their agent, or at all, 
and the Executive Council in or about 
October, 1925, verbally repudiated the agree- 
ment and refused to be bound thereby, and 
the plaintiff was unable to enforce the agree- 
ment to indemnify, and had suffered the 
damage of which he had given particulars. 

Mr. Brown said that it was necessary to 
be perfectly clear on the exact nature of 
the action which was disclosed in that state- 
ment of claim, Is was. he thought, abso- 
lutely clear from the statement of claim, first. 
that President Cosgrave was sued as having 
held himse'f out as agent of the Executive 
Council; secondly, that the sole cause of 
action was breach of warranty of authority 
to act as such agent; and, thirdly, that in 
making these alleged representations the de- 
fendant was acting in his public capacity, 
and not in any way as a private citizen, It 
could no. be suggested for a moment that 
President Cosgrave undertook to indemnify 
the plaintiff out of his own pocket, and 
counsel submitted that the statement of claim 
disclosed no reasonable Cause of action with- 
in the meaning of Order 25, Rule 4, on the 
following grounds:—That no action will lie 
for breach of warranty of authority, or for 
anything else done or omitted te be done by 
a public servant of the Crown, short of crime, 
and that, that being the capacity in which 
President Cosgrave was sued, no action could 
be maintained against him 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Cannot the President 
be sued under fiat of the Attorney-General in 
his official capacity ? 

Mr. Brown—Under the Ministers and 
Secretaries Act, there are cases in which that 
could be done: that © purely a departmental 
liability. President Cosgrave is not being 
sued as corporaior so/e: he is being sued as 
William Cosgrave. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—But he is described as 
President of the Executi¥e Council of the 
Irish Free State. 

Mr. Brown—But if yo# lordship comes to 
the statement of claim, he is not sued in that 
way. and there is no pretence that he is 
being sued in his Ministerial capacity: he is 
being sued as an individual agent of the 
Executive Council, and in no other capacity, 
and there is no ther capacity, with great 
respect, in which he coulé be sued in the 
statement of cle*m. 

Mr. Reardon, who, with Mr. A, K. Wood, 
K.C. (instructed by Mr. Thomas J. Fuller- 
ton), was for the plaintiff, submittec that 
the action was by no means unfounded in 
law, that it could be supported by evidence, 
and that the defendant had misconceived the 
correct construction of Order 25, Rule 4, in 


“its application to cases of this kind. On the 


face of the statement of claim, the cause of 
action was disclosed, an* on the face of the 
statement of claim it was also disclosed that 
the action was neithe" frivolous nor vexatious. 
This was an action against a private in- 
dividual for damage: for acts done by him 
as a private individual, and that was made 
most particularly clear on the face of the 
statement of claim. If the defendant was 
sued in that capacity. antl if in that capacity, 
on the face of the pleadings, a prima facte 
cause of action was disclosed, Order 25, Rule 
4, had no hearing on the case whatever. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Of course, we are 
boun? to take official notice of the Constitu- 
tion and the constitutional position of the 
President. 

Mr. Reardon—I do not contend otherwise, 

Mr. Justice Hanna--And he is described 
as that. 

Mr. Reardon—lIt is a description—a proper 
description. That is what he is. Every 
defendant. on the face of the writ and in 
the statement of claim, is described, and his 
oceupation is tiven, and that is what. is done 
here. che : 
Counsel submitted that this action could 
not, in any sense cf the word, be described 
as frivolous. 

Mr. Fitzgerald “.aving replied. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that the argu- 
ment that if the alleged act done by W. 
Cosgrave was done in his publie capacity he 
could not be madeanswerable hail not been 
disputed. It seemed to him absolutely clear that 
throughout the statement of claim the alleged 
acts of the defendant were done by him ás 
President of the Fxecutive Council. He 


thought that it was inconceivable, on a fair 


reading of the statement of claim. that the 
defendant acted as alleged in his private 
capacity, and on that gronnd, which was the 
only ground arguable before them, the ap- 
plication made on behalf of the defendant 
must succeed. 

Mr. Justice Hanna concurred, but said that 
he did not hold that the case was either 
frivolous or vexatious. 

The Court accordingly granted the applica 
tion, and dismissed the action, with costs.
